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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 4, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 
01/09/2004 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1 and 3-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bauer et al., for reasons cited 
in the previous Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 12/08/2003 with respect to Bauer et al. have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
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5. With regard to Applicants' argument that Bauer et al. does not relate to the same 
or analogous field as the present invention, a recitation of the intended use of the 
claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention 
and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior 
art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the 
claim. In a claim drawn to a process of making, the intended use must result in a 
manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 
(CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). 

6. Further in Applicant's contention that the products of Bauer et al. "are typically of 
molecular weights much Lower than the polymers of the present invention", applicant 
has not provided evidence that the claimed molecular weight are not within the scope of 
Bauer et al. Nonetheless, each of applicants' required process steps are taught in the 
disclosure of Bauer et al. 

It is reasonable that the product of Bauer et al. would possess the presently 
claimed molecular weights since the process steps are essentially the same as in the 
present claims and the USPTO does not have at its disposal the tools or facilities 
deemed necessary to make physical determinations of the sort. In any event, an 
otherwise old product is not patentable regardless of any new or unexpected properties. 
In re Fitzgerald et al , 619 F.2d 67, 205 USPQ 594 (CCPA 1980). See MPEP § 21 12 - 
§2112.02. 
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Even if assuming that the prior art reference does not meet the requirements of 
35 U.S.C. 1 02, it would still have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the 
time the invention was made, to arrive at the same inventive process because the 
disclosure of the inventive subject matter appears within the generic disclosure of the 
prior art.
